Within a dozen years or so the use of 


gas to supply fuel for manufacturing 
purposes has developed very rapidly 
The gas wells were originally discord 
oro'3 
in 
tho 
search for petroleum, 


and gas wells now exist in i\ll tho regions 
where oil is produced;—and it comes 
usually from depths varying from 500 to 
1,500 teot. Some 3 wells have recently 
been aunk in Cleveland, passing through 
solid veins of coal and nalt of groat 
thiskness, to depths of more than 3,000 
feet with final success. In Mondota, 
Illinois, fl[ty miles from Chicago, several 
gas wells have been opened during the 
past few months, of marvelous volume 
and excellence. 


In the oil regions the gas 'IB corned to 


a groat distance 
by means of pipes. 


While it has already become a substance 


f almost indispensable nee to tho res- 
idents of regions in whioh it is abun- 
dant it is objectionable for some reasons. 
—It is used tor all kinds of heating and 
culinary purposes—and it is now applied 
to the (melting of iron ore and to tho 
manufacture of iron and glass. So groat 
an advantage does its possession give 
that competition with [it is impossible; 
and the failure of the Jeffersonville, 
Indiana, glass works but a oouplo of 
months • since, 
was

tributable to the disadvantage under 
which the concern labored in the discour- 
aging contest. Bnt the danger connected 
with

give notice of °ite presence. Ono purt of 
gas to seventeen ports of atmospheric air 
will make tbo mixture explosive. 
When 


tho severe colds ot winter, which have 
frozen the 
earth solid 
and perhaps 


cracked some of the pipes, are succeeded 
byibe wjrmtli whioh opens tho earth, the 
gas fiiids ita way to the cellars from tho 
Conduits uoar them; and in a very short 
timo a lighted candle will, without warn- 
ing of any kind, cause a frightful ex- 
plobion. It was cases liko these which 
produced such a degree of havoc and dis- 
may in Pittsburg a year or two ago. 


Something of a local revolution will 


take place in many places in Pennsyl- 
vania and adjoining states it these wells 
oeaso to furnish gae. Millions of dollars 
have boon expended in 'adapting the 
manufacturing Plants ot those regions to 
tbo new order of things. Anything like 
a general cessation of the flow will un- 
avoidably cause disaster, consternation 
aud general disorder. Even tho lessening 
of the pressure, which at least dooms to 
be tho rule now among this gas wells, may 
teaoh tho insecurity of / placing too great 
reliance on tho supplies of oil and water, 
as well as gas from the interior of tho 
earth. 
There may bo o limit to the 


sources of all tneso articles.

Fixing an iron bar in the rock as low 
iloivu from the top as ho could, he would 
be let down by a rope until ho hung at 
the level of the proposed road. Then 
boring the rock, lie would llx. therein an 
iruii bar, and connect it by a rope-bridgi; 
with the last point gained.

great moment to him, who could in no wiso 
put them in operation even tor his own pro- 
tection. His lot added tbo disability of tbo 
slave to tho responsibility ot tho freeman. 
Dependent on his own industry und enter- 
prise, as tho slava was not, bo found tho 
field of his labor contracted, till subsistence 
Ixjcamo a formidable problem indued. Ex- 
cept among the non-slaveholding farmers, 
who woro often too poor to pay him suili- 
cient biro to sustain life, ho could find little 
employment that did not bring bim in eon- 
tact with tho slave., wbilo tho main end of 
public policy was to keep them as far apart 
us possible. Intormarriaso and social intsr- 
-•ourso -were of courao strictly forbidden by 
law.With him, all depended on tho temper of 
tho whites among whom bo lived. 
If thoy 


wero kind and well disposed ho bad little to 
complain of. But, if tliuy wero cruel or 
alarmists, his condition was pitiable.beyor.d 
words. Then all his movements woro closely 
watched and his actions ingeniously tortured 
to sinister ends. If, in quest ot employ- 
ment ho ventured out o! his immediate 
neighborhood and neglected to tako bis freo 
papers, ho got into sorious trouble. Even 
carrying them in his pocket, if his actions 
aroused suspicion 
und 
bis explanation 


was not at onco prompt, lucid and consist- 
ent, ho also got into trouble, 
Dumb as n 


witness against tho dominant raco be not 
infrequently becamo the object o£ tho spitx; 
of malicious ivhlto men, or the wanton 
cruelty of heartless, unthinking striplings. 


STII-L FDHTnZK DETEfllOKATIOK. 


It is not to be wondored that tho freo no- 


groes, unelastic and prono to unt'arift, un- 
derwent still further deterioration. 
Cowed, 


perplexed and dispirited, they huddled to- 
gether on any scaut, sterile pieco of land 
that they wero fortunate enough to be pos- 
sessed of, orocted clusters oC their frail little 
hut*, mid like- oppressed, hopeless classes tho 
world over, sank into profound li-stlussnosa 
iind sloth. Thj women grew unchaste, the 
men dishonest, until in ninny minds the term 
"freo negro" becamo a synonym for all that 
was worthless and despicable. 
Their settle- 


ments wero commonly contiguous to some 
town, tho counties in which wuro located 
Raleigh, Wilmington, tfuwburiio and Fay- 
ottevillo containing nearly 11. fourth of till 
thu freo negroes in the state, in which 
thu uptor malts became barbers, tiddlers or 
Jacks of all trades. Somo followed ditch- 
ing, well-digging and such work as was con- 
sidered too perilous or too unhealthy to risk 
slaves in its porformonco. 


I novor know a neighborhood without a 


free negro shoemaker. In fact thoy wore 
largely, pei-joreo, a class of pidrllurs, nnil 
liku piddlers everywhere, more indisponsu'.jlo 
than any other clement ot the commuuity. 
Tho majority kept soul and body together 
with tho product of their stnrilo little patchs, 
eked out with a petty truffle in the rude ar- 
ticles of their own make, such as chairs, 
splint baskets, borse-collai-s nnd door-mats 
made from shucks and hark, "dug" troughs, 
broad-trays, etc. 
Many derived almost 


their whole living trom tbo salo of ginger 
cakos and watermelons, wild nuts und fruits 


•hen in season, at the neighboring towns, 
r on Saturdays and "big" days at tho 


cross-road stores and country posto!fic»

The Manufacture (,r Baso Halts. 


Tho manufacture of base balls in this 


country has become an important industry, 
and an ingenious one, too, according to the 
description pivon o!' the procoss: First, 
there is a little hard rubber ball, around 
which there is wound a strong blue coorfty 
yurn, and, when this reaches a prescribed 
size, it is firmly wrapped with white Ve- 
netian yarn. The balls are now placed in 
an oven and baked until tho moisture- is 
taken out of them and tLrcy aro reduced in 
si/.t', this malting them solid. They are then 
coated with cement, which cause-j tbe balls 
to retain their shaiw, and they can not be 
knocked crooked. 


:\fter this cumes somo fmo blue yarn, and 


around the whole is placed fine white gilling 
twine. The bulls are weighed, each to have 
a certahi weight, and the covers are put on, 
these being made of the best horse hide. 
It consists of two piecas, each cut in the 
shape of tho figure 8. By bonding or.e sec- 
tion one way and tho other in an opposite 
direction, a complete cover is obtained. 
This is a simple and effectual substitute for 
tho former method of covering with four 
nieces of leather.—Now York Sun. 


Ruins In Guatemala and Mexico. 


Extensive ruins have been disclosed by 


the boundary .survey between Guatemala

densely inhabited in ancient times, but i« 
now almost wholly denuded, of soil.
